had been Good as well as Great, and at the fame time 
make Panegyricks upon Suicide, ard clofe it with fuch 
a horrid Inftance of Self-Murther as that of the wicked 
Arria? This inftead of promoting Virtue and Mora- 
lity, is fying in the Face of Religion, and fubverting 
the Laws of all Chriftian Countrics.—— This {he faid, 
and a great-deal more than I had Ieiinre to remember, 
with fo much Zeal and Eagernefs, that I had not the 
Liberty of faying one word in my Silter’s Juftification. 
She call’d: us all the Heathens and Deilts fhe could 
think cf, and would not allow me to Anfwer one Sy!- 
lable, till quite out of Breath with Raving, fhe flang 
away. in a Paffion as fhe came. Reflecting on the 
mighty Offence this Lady complained of, I don’t think 
it will be amifs to fay fomething upon this Head to all 
that might labour under the fame Scruple, and fhall 
have more Paticenee than this paffionate Gentlewoman 
to hear me. 

As*it is not the Bufirefs of Tatlers to meddle with 
Religious Matters, whenever we {peak of Virtues we 
only mean thote Moral ones, as Foriitude, Temperance, 
Chattity ,@&c:in which alinoit all Nations andA ges have 
agreed, and in this Senfe every body that has fellowed 
the Rules which the Age and Country he lived in had 
of Virtue, may jultly becall'd Virtuons. As to Sui- 
cide, Fam fo far from juftifying it, that I. think. no- 
thing more Enormous ; tho in Chriftians it-1s fo 
heinous a Crime, from what 1 have {ai4 it follows, 
that it ought not to be counted the fame in’Heathens, 
that far from being blefs'd with any reveal’d Know- 
ledee-of the Sinfulnefs of it, were eccourag’d to and 
taughtit, both by the Precepts and Examples of their 
molt. Venerable Philofopbers. But whether this Prin- 
ciple of Savage Valour, abftract from all Religious Con- 
fiderations, yault be eall’d a Vice or a Virtur, I fhall 
not trov>lomy Head with, Iam fatisfy’d it ierves the 
purpofe for which I wanted it, that is, to fhew, that 
the Men can’t boat of that Intrepidity and Fortitude 
of the Sou!, which is required in deipifing Death, more 
than the Women, Inthe heat of Battel, the Fear of 
Death is forgot even by People of indifferent Courage, 








and the Notfe (Mtifick I mean) of Dttims and Truim- 
pets, which they make ufe of at that time, futhciently 
Remonttrates, that the generality of Mea when Death 
1s near, defire to be kept fiom thinking.  Lueretia, 
Portia and Camma died Voluntarily, and might have 
lived if they wou'd. This Choice indeed befpeaks a 
valt ftock of Fortitude, yet the lois of her Honour in 
the one, exceflive Griet in the other, and in the Third 
the Spirit of a Noble Revenge, may well be fuppoted 
to have taken up part of their Thoughts, and if we 
lock into the Reafon that promtped them to, and the 
manner in which they embraced Deatfi we thal] find 
in every one of them, fomething of Hurry and Tumul- 
tuous Paffion that fhaded the Terror of ir, and confe- 
quently render’d it more Supportable than it wou’d have 
been without : But to be fo familiar with and enters 
tain Death, to tafte of and relith it with fo much Pre- 
fence and Serenity of Mind as Arria.did, fhews an en- 
tire Victory over every thing dreadful in it, and re- 
quires at leaft the utmolt ftretch of Sirength that Hu- 
mane Nature can be cvpab'e of. Few Men have han- 
dled Death with that Calmnefs and Tranquility, and 
thofe that did had more preffing Occafions and ftrong~ 
er Motives to.animate them to it: Cato Uticenfs laid 
violent Hands on himfelf, and died like a Roman, when 
Pompey and Liberty had Jolt the Battel, but by bis 
Death he efcaped the Hands of a Revengeful Conque- 
ror, whom he bad made his mortal Enemy, and Gere’s 
Pride only anticipated what Cefar’s Ambition would 
have inflicted’, Seneca, tis true, died fedarely, but he 
woul@fave lived longer if Nero would have et him 3 
when Death was forced upon: him; to chufe the eaficl® 
was not inimitable: No body bid Arria Die, bur all 
that knew her-Conjured her to live, and if the would- 
have abandoned a wretched Husband to his own ul 
Deliiny, Arria might many Yeats have enjoy'd all the 
Pleafurcs,of an Eminent Rank and:a Luxurious City, 
But the mentioning of Sexecd has:put. me tn uiind of 
his more Heroick Wifes. tho J4rria in Fortitude has 
exceeded all the Men, we have, yet ‘had more Women 
of the fame {tamp 3 when Vero:had order’d bis. Matter 
to depart the-World, and thag: Eminent Philofopher 
was preparing for his Jatrer end with an Intrepidity 
becoming a Stork, be fhew'd himlclf only fenfidle for 
lis Charming Pavlina, whom. be |cft Young, and ex- 
poled to the outrages of a bad Seafob; atid rhe Infolen- 
cies of a Tyrant who bad caufed it, He endeavoured 
to periwade her'to Live and take Comfort in her own 
Virtue, and the Goods he had left ber to the value of 
above Ten Millions. But thefe Indulsing and Careful 
Perfwafions were not fit.to be ufed to the Wife of Se- 
neca.; fhe remonftratcd to him, that whe Force of hig 
Example counfell’d ber betecr than thatnt his Reafons, 
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and tatight her as well as Philofepby to Die Refolutel 
&tid with Courage. | Pasdina prevailing in the Conte 
of Love, had her Veins open’d with the fame Lancet 
that let out his Blood, and would have followed Se- 
neca, had not Nero (apprehending lealt the Death of 
duch ag Illu(trious Lady of io high a Reputation, might 
compleat the drawing on him the Publick Platred) tent 
Soldiers who bound up her Veins, and ufed Violence 
to make her hive, 

But to mix fome Warlike Heroins among thefe Lo- 
ving, Peaceable and Domeftick ones, I fhall now put 
in the Renown’d Britain Queen Boadieea, and after her 
the famous Maid of Orleans ; both were expert in Arms, 
and both had the mott ‘Waliant Nations of their Times 

“to cope with: The one withtlood the Imperial Eagle, 
and drove the Romans out of Wales; the other ftopd 
Victorious Englifhmen, and in all probability hinder’d 
them from the total Conquelt of France. 

Tfabella, Queen of Cofile, the Author of the vatt 
Defign of the Spanifh. Monarchy, is. fo. Renowa-d for 
her Prudence aiid Patience, as wefl as Wit and Cou- 
rage, that her Name alone. may. ferve her-for a Pane- 
gyrick, it is the Abridgment of a long Hiltory, and 
the Subject of many Volumes; but the Heroick Virtue 
ef this Great Princefs, cannot have a more Magnificent 
and ample Proof than a Structure, which has the ex- 
tent of two Hemifpheres, and comprehends as well 
Nature already difcover'd, as that which is to be dif- 
cover d. 

What they fay of Hawks, that the Females are bet» 
ter than the Males, is at leaft true of ers if not 
of other Nations too. ‘ Eleoner of Ca/file, was Married 
to Edward, Priftce of Wales. This Prince was comeé 
back from the Holy Land with a Wound he had fe- 
ceived from an impoifon’d Arrow ; the Phyfitians ha- 
ving tried all their. Skill, and effay’d all Practices in 
vain, declared to him, that he could not be cured but 
by the Deftruction of. fome Perfon who might. have 
the Courage to fuck in Death with the Poifon: of his 
Wound, The Virtuous Prince not willing to preferve 
his Lite by another’s Death, prepares bimielf to Die; 
but the Courageous Eleenor thinking herfelt Condemn’d 
by the fameSentence, refolves to attempt the Cure, 

and as foon as her Prinee was aSleep, gently difcovers 
the Wound ; then by little and little {he fucks out the 
Poifon, and fo feaionable calts it forth as to draw all 
from thence what was Mortal, without returning any 
art thereof to herielf, 
oan of Flanders, Countefs of Adontfert, Command- 
ing in Perfon the Siece.of Henelond, when the Enemy 

came.to a general Affault, afcended unto the top of a 

Tower to difcover-the Scate of the Fight, and difcern- 

ing that but few were left to guard the Befiegers Camp, 

She took Hor(e, and Sallying forth thro’ a Poftern Gate 

at the Head of Three Hundred Cuirafficrs, fired the 

Enemies Quarters.

deferved all manner of Crowns, She placed at lait one 
on the Head of her Son. pay iw 

Mearulla of Ssilimena, her Father being kill’d in the 
Defence of Ceccin, with his Sword taking up his Com- 
mand and Courage, prefents herfelf to thoie Enemies 
that appeared the molt prefling ; fome fhe Repels, and 
knocks down others, and at laft being fupported by 
fhe rallie{Johabitanis, puts to flight what Turks foe- 
ver fhe found in her way, and leads her Companions 
Fightibg even to thetr Gallies, The fame Day the E- 
neiny returned to Sea, and left the Victory entire to 
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Sold by 4 Baldwin at the Oxford Arms in Warwick, Lane.
